Tuesday morning about ten o'clock 
the Allendale colony at Cedar Lake 
were notified when some of their num- 
ber discovered the dead body of a wo 
man floating upon the waves just out 
from the old Allen house. Plans were 
put in force to recover the body at once 
*nd after it was bought ashore and 
found to be that of a 'stranger, the 
telephone was put into service to escer- 
tain if anyone from the numerous cot- 
tages or resorts upon the lake might be 
rnfsaing. It was in this way learned 
that a Mrs. Newbough had been, miss- 
ing from a cottage at Bellmora Park 
her absence being discovered about 
«lght o'clock the same, morning. Re- 
latives made a hasty trip to the Allen- 
dale shore and with one glance were 
satisfied that the remains washed ashore 
were those of the women whom they 
were seeking. The body was 
taken to the town hall at Lake Villa 
and, the coroner notified, an inquest was 
held the same afternoon, the jury re- 
turning a verdict of accidental drawing.

35 acres. C B. Whitford, state fish 
culturistl will have charge of the dis- 
tribution. 

. The commission which has inaugurat- 
ed this move under the administration 
of Gov. Dunne is composed of C J Ditt- 
mar, president; H V Meeleran and J* 
C. Blackman. They have extensive 
plans under way and will make the 
lakes and streams of Illinois among the 
most popular in the country for game 
fishing. 

Black bass V'frys" distributed now 
will mature in two years and at present 
market prices paid for similar fish now 
shipped frow Vermont, West Virginia, 
and Wisconsin would bring 25 cents a. 
pound. The price undoubtedly^ would . 
drop with a big. home supply. 

There are no finer black bass lakes 
in the country than those of northern 
Illinois and the only reason the lakes of 
Wisconsin have attracted fishermen, 
away from them is because of the state 
aid given there to the propagation and 
conservation of the fish, "> said ..Mr* ' 
Whitford. *'We are doing something 
new in Illinois. 

"Heretofore commissioners have been 
confining themselves to conservation*. 
We are going further and plan on crea- 
tive work. Illinois will keep money at 
home when its lakes and streams are 
properly supplied with fish. Black basa 
now shipped in here brings 25 cents'a 
pound. With a plentiful supply at 
home this price should drop to about 15 
cents and leave a profit to tm> fisher- 
men. We are encouraging farmers to, 
put their waste lands into 'bass and. 
perch ponds.

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■Washington, July 14.— Tho following 
pica for tho ratification of the Colom- 
bian treaty was made public by Sec- 
rotary of Stato Bryan on Sunday: 

"As tho terms of the Colombian 
treaty have been published aud are 
now before the senate for ratification. 
tho following statement may asBlBt the 
public to form an opinion upon tho 
merits of the question. 

"Tho present administration found 
an estrangement existing between the 
United States and Colombia— an es- 
trangement that has continued for 
nearly thirteen years. As the normal 
relation between nations Is one of 
friendship, it Is desirable that differ- 
ences shall bo adjusted and cordial re- 
lations resumed. 

"Our nation being much the larger 
and having refused to arbitrate, takes 
upon itself the responsibility of doing 
lustlce to Colombia. Not only Is It our 
duty to do justice to Colombia, but In 
case of doubt as to what Is Just, we 
must resolve that doubt against our- 
selves and In favor of Colombia. • 

"Colombia feels that she has been 
aggrieved and whatever may be said 
as to whether this feeling 13 justified. 
no one will deny that sho has sus- 
tained great financial loss In the sep- 
aration of Panama from her. , 

"Before the separation took place 
this government offered Colombia $10,- 
000,000 for the canal route and $250,- 
000 a year for 100 years. This annuity 
might be capitalized at about $7,500,- 
000, so that thltf government's estimate 
of tho loss suffered by Colombia could 
not be less than about $17,500,000. 

"But that estimate was made upon 
the supposition that Colombia would 
retain the state or department of - 
Panama. The retention of Panama 
would have given to Colombia not only 
the value of Panama but the \ncldental 
benefits to be derived from proximity, 
to the canal. Wo cannot deny, then, 
that the actual lo3s to 'Colombia was 
considerably more than 1 , $25,000,000.-. 
>tbe cordis.! relations are to be 
red with Colombia they must be 
red on a basis that Is satlsfac- 
o Colombia. FrleWooWps cannot 
rest upon* force; neither can they rest 
upon acquiescence In the power of 

might.. 

"We must satisfy their sense of Jus- 
tice, 'cltlmugh a less sum might satisfy 
our 'sense of Justice. In every settle- 
merit there must be concessions, and 
our government has Tiot conceded more 
than the rights of the situation de- 
mand. 

"The ratification or the Colombia 
treaty will restore the friendly rela- 
tions which for a century preceding 
10Q?> existed between Colombia and 
the United States.

PETRAS JURY IS DISMISSED 



Suspect Is Returned to Prison to 

Await New Trial on Charge of 

Murder Following Disagreement. 

Geneva, 111.. July 13.— After delib- 
erating almost constantly for three 
days the Jury in tho murder trial of 
Tony Petras reported to Judge Clin- 
ton Irwin on Friday that there was no 
possibility of Its reaching a verdict 
and, after an address by the Judge, 
was discharged from further consid- 
eration of the case. 

Following the discharge of tho Jury 
Petras was returned to Jail, where, 
State's Attorney Tyers says, he will 
remain until tried again on the chnrge 
of killing Tressie Hollander. Homer 
Eddy was the one Juror who held for 
the conviction of Petras. The charge 
made several days ago that the de- 
fense in the trial of Anthony Petras 
had framed up its case was made 
again when State's Attorney 
said perjury charges will bo 
against two of the witnesses. 



Guadalajara, Jalisco, Mex., July- 11. 
—Guadalajara, capital of the state of 
Jalisco and the second largest city in 
tho republic of Mexico, la occupied by 
the constitutionalist forces under 
command of Gen. Alvazo Obregon.

JUSTICE H. H. LURT0N IS DEAD 

U. S. Supreme Court Jurist Succumbs 

to Heart Trouble— End Comes In 

Hotel at Atlantic City. 

Atlantic City, . July 14.— Horace 
Harmon Lurton. associate Justice of 
the United States Supremo court, died 
in his apartments in a beach front 
- liotel on Sunday. The cause of death 
wis heart failure. Justice Lurton was 
in his seventieth year. Justice Lurton 
-was born at Newpo.-t, Ky ' and after 
being graduated from Cumberland uni- 
versity was admitted to the bar in 
1867. In 1886 he was elected Judge of 
the' supremo court of Tennessee and In 
J 853 ho was elected chief Justice, re- 
signing to accept an appointment by 
President Cleveland as United States 
circuit Judge of the Sixth circuit. On 
.this bench for year3 he was associat- 
ed with former President Taft, which 
•association led Taft to appoint him to 
the] United States Supreme court In 
£909, despite criticism that he would 
favor tho corporations. It was charged 
that in cases analogous to tho Stand- 
<nrd:OH case Judge Lurton had Invaria- 
bly i leaned toward a construction of 
the: law favorable to tho corporation 
defendants. And particularly in his 
decision on the safety applianco law. 
.-which was sharply criticized, he was 
fchttVgod with having pointedly dlsa- 
greed with the construction of the law 
l)y-the Supreme court. He was dean 
'of jtho law department at Vanderbllt 
■university.

Tuftenes Did Wrong In Altering; 
Course In Fog, Is Decision Ren- 
dered by Commission Appoint- 
ed to Probe Accident. 

Quebec, July 14.— Tho collier Stors- 
Btad Is held to blame for tho Empresft 
of Ireland disaster, in the findings of 
tho wreck commission, handed down 
on Snturdny. Tho commission holds 
that the disaster .was due to the StorB- 
tad's change of course ordered by the 
third officer without instructions from 
the first officer, who was In charge of 
the collier" at the time. 

The EmifresB was sunk In the St. 
Lawrence May 29, with a loss of mora 
than one thousand lives. 

Notables Conduct Inquiry. 
The' inquiry Into tho disaster wau 
begun in Quebec on Juno 16 by a com- 
mission composed of Lord Mersey, for- 
merly presiding Justice of the British 
admiralty .court; Sir Adolpho Routhler 
of Quebec and Chief Justice McLeod 
of New Brunswick. The commission- 
ers were nsslsted In their work by 
Commander P. W. M. Caborne of tho 
British Royal Naval reserve, Prof. 
John Welsh of New Castle, England; 
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Cnptnln Detners of the f Dominion 
wreck commission, and Engineer Com- 
mander Howo of the Canndlan naval 
service. Coraamnder Caborne and 
Professor Welsh were nominated by 
the British board of tnde. Lord Mer- 
sey also presided over the inquiry into 
the Titanic, disaster. 

Hold Tuftenes Responsible. 
The collier's third oilicer found re- 
sponsible Is Alfred Tuftenes. He* was 
on the .bridge when the crash oc- 
curred. 

"We regret," says the -finding, to 
have to Impute the blame to anyone 
In connection with this lamentable dis- 
aster, and we should not do so If wo 
felt that any reasonable alternative 
was left to us. Wo can, however, como 
to no other conclusion than that Mr. 
Tuftenes' was wrong nnd negligent In 
altering his course in tho fog as ho 
undoubtedly did, nnd that he was 
wrong und negligent in keeping tho 
navigation of the vessel In his own 
hands and falling to call the captain 
when he saw the fog comingon. 

"After carefully weighing ttK%eyj^ 
dence we have come to the conclusion 
that Mr. Tuftenes was mistaken If ho 
supposed that there was any intention 
on the part of the Empress of Ireland, 
to pass port to port, or that she In fact 
by her lights manifested the- intention 
of doing so; but It-appears to us to ho 
a mistake which would have been ofT^ 
no consequence If both ships had sub-* 
sequcntly kept their courses. 
Change Caused Crash. 
"Shortly after the ships came into 
the position of green to gr*:«n. na. 
claimed by Captain Kendall, or red to 
red, aa claimed by Mr. Tuftenes, tho 
fog shut them out from each other, 
and It was while they were both en- 
veloped In this fog that the course ,©£-*-— 
one or the other was changed and tho 
collision brought about. From the evi- 
dence adduced on behalf of both ves- 
sels it is plain that before the fog and 
when they last saw each other there 
was no risk of collision if each kept 
her course. Therefore the question as. 
to who is to blame nisolvcs Itself Into 
a simple Issue, namely, which of tho 
ships changed her course during tho 

fog. 

"There is, In our opinion, no ground' 
for saying that the course of the Em- 
press of Ireland was ever changed in. 
the sense that the wheel was wilfully 
moved; but as the hearing proceeded 
another explanation was propounded, 
namely, that the vessel changed her 
course not by reason of any wilful al- 
terations of her wheel, but In. conse 
quenco of EOine uncontrollable move- 
ment which was accounted for at one- 
time on the hypothesis that tho steer- 
ing gear was out of order, and at an- 
other by the theory that, having re- 
gard to the fullness of the ntcni of tho 
Empress of Ireland, the area of the- 
rudder was Insufficient. Evidence was. 
called in support of this explanation. 

"On the whole question of the steer- 
ing gear and rudder wo ore of opinion 
that 4 the allegations as to their condi- 
tions are not well founded." 
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Six Die In Storm. 
Philadelphia, July 14.— Six persons 
were killed and property damage esti- 
mated at hundreds of thousands of 
dollars was caused by cloudbursts and 
electrical storms In the anthracite 
coal regions of Pennsylvania.

1 itself to tho advances of science and civilization. This is frequently- 
proved to the cousternation of biologists and many lovers of tho beautiful. 

Tho most striking Instance of thlr 
ndaptlvlty was recently proved to a 
group of laymen who gathered by the 
llttlo triangular park in front of the 
Muusay building,, that has recently 
bean landscape-gardened into archi- 
tectural eminence.

Washington. D. C— The coffee raised 
in our Island possession, Porto Rico, 
la In great demand abroad and the for- 
eign market places It at tho top of the 
price list of coffees from, all over tho 
world, according to experts at the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture's Porto Rican experiment station. 
However, the people of the United 
States have developed a taste for a 
different kind of coffee, and the pref- 
erence of a great many people will 
have to bo changed In order to obtain 
a larger market for Porto Rican cof- 
fee in this country. Tho cost of 
changing tho acquired taste of tho 
American seems too great to justify 
tho n'ttompt so long a3 such excellent 
prices aro obtained elsewhere for the 
product. 

During tho past year, says tho new- 
ly-Issued annual report of the depart- 
ment's station" In Porto Rico, tho 
value of tho exports of coffee amount- 
ed to a great deal more than they 
ever havo since tho American occu- 
pation. Better cultivation and higher 
prices have enabled tho coffee Indus- 
try to show great progress, and plant- 
ers aro now following better prac- 
tises in tho selection of their seed for 
planting. Tho department's station Ih 
introducing tho so-called "Java" and 
other coffees which aro yielding bet- 
ter than natlvo coffee and giving a 
higher percentage of largo and uni- 
form grains. Tho coffeo Is grown for 
distribution to planters on the Island 
and has boon resulting In greater 
yields as well as in better prices for 
tho plnnters. 

Of tho coffee exported during tho 
past year, *S.37S.34G worth went to 
foreign countries, whilo only $132,970 
worth went to tho United States. Al- 
though today there exists a benefit of 
tariff, tho coffeo is still following the 
old lines of trade established by tariff 
laws during tho. Spanish regime. It 
is a marked Indication of tho truth 
that trade established upon preference 
of taste for a certain product Is a 
most." difficult one to change. How- 
ever, associations and Individuals aro 
ctlll striving to extend the market and 
to gain evon a higher reputation for 
tho coffeo of Porto Rico. 

The/ grapefruit industry which start- 
ed from nothing ten years ago is now 
thriving in Porto Rico and promlsos 
good returns to tho man with perse- 
verance industry, and personal super- 
vision. Porto Rico Is safo from frosts 
that threaten tho industry on the 
mainland nnd at tho open door of the 
best market In the world— Now York 
and tho eastern seaboard. Tho grape- 
fruit Industry represents tho highest 
type of Intensive farming, and Is sure 
to Increnso to a much greater oxtont 
In Porto Rico as the trees which are 
already planted come into bearing. 

Tho value of tho exports of grape- 
fruit last year ($72G,G87) was exceeded 
by tho exports of two other fresh-frult 
industries which have been osUb- 
Hshed for a much greater period In 
tho Island. Oranges were exported to 
tho valuo of $740,010, and pineapples 
to tie value of $1,142,007; $151,681 
worth of canned pineapples was also 

exported. , . 

Thore Is considerable planting of 
cocoanuts in Porto Rico and there 
are extenslvo areas yet wne.ro those 
treos may bo profitably set out. A 
cocoanut grove, properly cared for, 
yields a suro and steady Income. Dot- 
tor cultivation, the growing of vegeta- 



bles among tho trees, tho utilization 
of seaweed and other manures, yield 
excellent returns over co3t. 

Tho valuo of exports of epeoanuts 
for the past year amounted to ?352,- 
390. Besides being interested in co- 
coanuts, the department's agricultural 
station has a number of other nut- 
bearing trees on trial, both edible and 
oil-bearing, and It is hoped that some 
will prove profitable for cultivation 

there. 

Although tho other agricultural 
products show such great promise, 
sugar and tobacco still continue to 
lead all others by a big margin. The 
exports of sugar during the last year 
had a total value of $27,226,905. whilo 
tho value of the tobacco exports were, 
manufactured. $5,824,030; unmanufac- 
tured, $3.18S,227. 

Planters aro now Introducing Im- 
proved varieties of cane, while tho 
cultivation and fertilization of the 
crop has been .vastly Improved. On 
the other hand, lands not well suited 
to the crop have been planted and 
others havo been continuously planted 
to cane, so that yields havo been re- 
ducod to a minimum. Many of these 
lands will now go out of cultivation. 

Porto Rican tobacco, as well ac su- 
gar, Is being Improved in quality. 
This improvement Is resulting in Its 
finding a larger market and increas- 
ing prices. There is a largo' popula- 
tion skilled In certain lines of tobacco 
manufacturing such as clgar-maklng.

to MaJ. George C. Roller, says London 
Tit-Bits. 

In restoring tho portrait the canvas, 
after the painted surface has been pro- 
tected with tissue paper, will be placed 
on a slate table. The back will then be 
covered with a sticky iluld. which will 
bo pressed through to the surface of 
the picture with a heated Iron. In this 
way tho canvas will contract, and the 
cuts In It will close up. Tho canvas 
will Anally bo rollned, and many 
spots where paint may be missing will 
be filled In by tho restorer with a 
special preparation. 

There are men In London who fol- 
low the profession of picture restoring, 
who are able to restore old paintings 
of valuo which have large holes In 
them, or the materials on which they 
aro executed hanging in threads. 
Moreover, they can, when necessary, 
transfer a painting to a new canvas. 

If a picture of which the canvas Is 
cracked, torn or rotted with ago Is 
handed to a clever restorer, the first 
thing he does is to purchaso a now 
canvas tho same size as the old one. 
Having obtained this, he glues a sheet 
of stout manlla paper to the picture. 
He then carefully scrapes away the old 
canvas. This is a Job that might oc- 
cupy him for several days, or weeks 
if tho canvas Is a large one. Having 
removed every bit of canvas, the 
grounds upon which paint lies are 
taken away by solvents or gentle 
scraping, until nothing remains but 
the fragile shell of pigment adhering 
to tho paper. 

The new canvas Is then covered with 
tho- strongest fish glue obtainable, and 
pressed firmly down upon tho paper 
bearing tho picture. As soon as the 
painting is firmly attached to Its new 
foundation nothing remains but to 
tako off the manlla paper. This can 
botlono with hot water, and the sur- 
face of the painting has only to bo 
cleaned to look as bright as it was 
when the nrtlst painted it. 

Wo believe It was M. Haquln, a 
French artist of note, who first suc- 
cessfully transferred a panel painting 
to canvas. Ho glued a sheet of pa- 
per over the surface of the paiuting. 
and afterward upon this a fine layer of 
muslin. When tho gluo was dry h& 
planed down the panel until it was of 
the thiriness.of match wood, when he 
scraped off tho remainder with a long, 
flexible knire. This done, the wore 
skin of color held together by tho pa- 
per and muslin waB loft, and It was a 
comparatively easy task to glue this to 
a canvas and remove tho paper and 

muBlln. ... 

If an. old picture has a portion of Its 
pigment mlsBlng this may bo replaced 
by an artist with colors from a brush, 
but sometimes old but worthless paint 
ings are used for the purpose. 

Whon tho coloring of tho drapery, 
flesh, foliage or Bky, as tho case may 
bo, 1b found to match exactly tho miss- 
ing portion it. is cut out to alzo -and 
glued oh tho canvas, the edgos of the 
Joint being raado Imperceptible by tto 
aid of the brush.

Point Made at Educational Association 

Convention Would Seem to Be 

Well Taken. 

Tho central Importance of reading 
was tho theme of much of tho discus- 
sion at tho recent convention of the 
National Educational association at 
Salt Lake City. Mr. Rice, state li- 
brary clerk of Wisconsin, told how 
that state prepares lists of suitable 
books for rural libraries, and offers 
tho books at 31.7 per cent, discount. 
It also requires teachers to pass an 
examination In library training, which 
Mr. Rice considers moro important 
that algebra, though tho comparison 
scorns odd. Mr. Caxton, United States 
commissioner of education, who fol- 
lowed, declared literature tho most 
Important of all school subjects, and 
observed that any man who will read 
thoughtfully four good books a year 
will bo a well-educated man by the 
tlmo he has read 100. That may de- 
pend Bomewhat on tho, books, for not 
all good books reward that kind of 
reading, though tho greatest usually 
do. 

it la, at c.ny rate, a kind of reading 
too much out of fashion ' nowadays, 
mainly becauae there Is bo -much to 
read that It Is difficult to lot; the mass 
go and concentrate on one author, ono 
book, ono page, ono word. A fine old 



classical professor UBed to grow in- 
dignant at proposals to teach boys to 
read Greek like English; it would be 
moro to tho point, he said, if we could 
teach boys to read English like Greek. 
Wo can hardly exbect them to forgot 
their mother tongue for the sake of 
loarnlng to pay proper attention to the 
details of a good book, yet thero Is 
something In this view; much of the 
benefit of tho classics comes from be- 
ing forced to pay. attention to details. 
Such careful study Is quite possible In 
English, but tho temptation Is to skim 
over tho surface.

Campaigns Against Bribery 
England and Germany.

Measures Taken to Promote Honeat 
Dealing In Australia, New Zealand, 
Canada and Africa — Convic- 
tions In Britain. 
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M Thero seems to bo a wave of bri- 
bery passing over tho civilized world. 
No one has any Idea of the amount of 
corruption that goes on entirely out 
of sight, and some people seem to 
have no conscience about it;" 

This Btartllng statement was made 
the other day at tho annual meeting 
of tho Secret Commissions and Bri- 
bery Prevention league, which was 
formed six years ago to combat and, 
If possible, to root out a. canker that 
has eaten deeply Into tho commercial 
integrity of tho country, London An- 
swers remarks. 

That the league has exercised a 
powerful influence, not only In spread- 
ing a knowledge of tho prevention of 
corruption act, but In investigating 
cases of alleged bribery, may bo 
Judged by tho fact that since It camo 
into existence no fewor than 150 
prosecutions have been commenced 
at Its Instigation, and that nt least GO 
convictions have been obtained, either 
upon Indictment or under summary 
procedure. 

Nor Is the war against bribery con- 
fined to this country. It has been said 
that British ^trado* la retarded In cer- 
' [*Trrn e"ounfrics becauso our merchants 
will not countenance— at any rate, on 
euch a wholesale scale — tho corrupt 
practises of some of their foreign com- 
petitors. Tho campaign has to be 
fought on international lines. 

In Germany there Is already a flour- 
ishing organization modeled on tho 
Secret Commissions and Bribery Pre- 
vention league. It was founded In 
May, 1911. and in a little over a year 
had on Its roll tho names of 1,000 
members. 

. There Is also In Germany a law 
against bribery, although Jt Is not di- 
rected nt persons In private lite. 
v jXUo members of tho perraan leaguo 
lmvo on their stationery a device to 
illustrate tho object of their organiza- 
tion. Such a symbol has been adopted 
by the British league, but as yet only 
a few British firms have availed 
themselves of it. 

Four years ago the Swedish govern- 
ment sent one of Its Judges to Eng- 
land to study on the spot tho preven- 
tion of corruption act and tho opera- 
tion of 'tho British league, and al- 
though there has as yet been no prac- 
tical outcomo thero la reason to 
believe that before long thero will be 
n law in Sweden on the lines of either 
the British or tho German act. 

The commonwealth of Australia, be- 
fore* tho British act had come into 
. force, set nn exnmplp by passing the 
•secret commission act In 190o, a fed- 
eral measure which applies equally to 
AH tho six Australian states. 

By this act a fine of £1.000 may be 
Imposed on Indictment upon any cor- 
poration which, as an agent, accepts 
any secret gift, or uses a false ac- 
count, or gives a gift or misleading 
documont to any agent; and In the 
case of any person tho penalty Is two 
years' imprisonment or a fine of £500, 
or both. 

In the dominion of New Zealand an 
act camo into force on January 1, 
1911. In South Africa and in Canada 
ateps have been taken to enforce a 
law against bribery, but asyet^wlth- 
- out result; and In soveral of tho states 
of America there are anti-bribery laws, 
though no federal act. 

So much for tho international as 
peot of the question. What has been 
done in this country to wipo out the 
reproach of us being a corrupt nation? 
Sir Edward Pry, one of tho stalwarts 
of tho movement for purity of com- 
mercial Ufo, some time ago made this 
-astounding declaration: 

"To cleanse the Augean stablo re- 
quired the strength of a Hercules; to 
olcanso pur commercial and profes- 
sional, life of the foulness of bribery 
and corruption will require the CO* 
operation of all men who love pure 
and clean hands." 

The first practical, step toward erad- 
icating "the malignant canker" *. of 
bribery was the passing of the. act 
lf'1906. 

Brlofly stated,' the provisions, of the 
measure make It a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable, on summary conviction or on 
indictment, with fine or imprison- 
ment* * 
••(1) For any agent corruptly to re- 



ceive any gift or consideration for do? 
Ing or not doing any act, or showing 
or not Bhowlng favor or disfavor, In 
relation to his principal's affairs. 

"(2) For any person corruptly to 
offer such gifts or consideration io 
any agent. 

"(3) For any person to give to an 
agent, or -for any agent to use, any 
fnlso ' or defective receipt or other 
business document with Intent to de- 
ceive the principal." ' 

Two important points must bo kept 
In mind: The bribe or commission 
must be given or received "corrupt- 
ly," and the false documont must bo 
used "with Intent to deceive." Then, 
again, "ony person employed by or 
acting for another" comes within the 
scope of tho term "ngont." 

Tho one fact standing out clearly 
and boldly is that the Secret Com- 
missions and Bribery Prevention 
leaguo has already more than Justi- 
fied Its existence. 

Its committee has Investigated a 
large number of cases which have 
been brought to their knowledge; they 
have given advice freely to members 
and others interested in the working 
of tho act; they have issued «*thou-. 
sands of letters and circulars, and 
they made representations' to tho wnr. 
office and other public bodies as op- 
portunities have arisen and circum- 
stances have warranted action being 
taken. 

In one case a buyer for a certain 
foreign gov.ernmont, placing an- order 
in England, proposed a secret com- 
mission of £100 for himself. Tho 
seller replied that, as a member of 
the secret commissions league, he 
could not give It. But ho got tho or- 
der without paying tho commission! 




'Fall tho relatively larger cities 
on tho American hemisphere, 
tho capital of .Mexico is by far 
tho oldest. Its beginning was 
long beforp Columbus sailed 
on his memorable voyage of discov- 
ery, when It was the seat of tho Aztec 
ornplro.

It has been a city of many vicissi- 
tudes. It has been held by Indian 
and Spaniard, by viceroy, by repub- 
lican, by revolutionist, and by north- 
ern Invader. Many of its streets are 
of tho greatest antiquity. Many of Its 
traditions are so old that no man 
knowB whether they originated In tho 
days of the Montezumas or of tho Con- 
qulstadores. 

As Is inevitable, tho City of Mexico 
has its own peculiar folk-lore, Its 
mysterious legends. There are old 
tales that have been handed down 
from generation to generation by word 
of mouth and are still told by Mexl- 
can nurses to the children as they 
were told centuries ago. 

The Walling Woman. 
A relic of Aztec folk lore, is the tale 
of tho Wailing Woman. Once, a long 
time ago, tho story runs, there was a 
very bad woman In tho City of Mox- 
Ico. 'She 'gave birth to many chil- 
dren, but children bored her, and, as 
fast as one came upon the earth, she 
drowned it. Finally her conscience 



As a matter of history thero waa 
such a person in Mexico in' 1041 and 
ho was a dishonest collector of rev- 
enues. Ho was Jailed, and, to secure 
his liberty, his wife was' compelled 
to suffer Incredible humiliations at 
tho hands of a Judge. Don jur ri broke 
prison, went to his home, found the 
Judge there, and stabbed blm to 
death: Later ho was mysteriously 
lynched ono night beforo tho church, 
and from this grew the legend that 
the angels had punished him for nil 
sins. 

A striking story of ghostly revenge 
is the legend of Don Juan do Nava, 
priest and guardian of his orphan 
niece, a beautiful girl. A Portuguese 
nobleman, Don Duarto do'Sarraza, fell 
In love with her, and she reciprocated 
the attachment, but tho priest reject- 
er Don Duarto becauso ho was known 
as a gambler. One night tho priest 
camo upon Don Duarto talking to his 
nieco through her window. Duarto 
struck, the old man with his dagger, 
which was Imbedded In his skull, kill- 
ing him. , Ho threw the body, dagger 
and all, Into a ditch. Just one year 
later Duarto was found dead at the 
site of the crime. Kneeling over him, 
one of Its bony hands gripping his 
body .by the throat, was a skeleton In 
priestly garments, with a dagger stick- 
ing in Its skull. 

The Ghostly Raven. 
Rather a weird legend Is that of 
Don Rodrlgo do Ballesteros r.nd his 
raven. It is said that there Is a cer- 
tain bridge where at midnight when
